Professor Lucien V. Blake, head of 


the electrical department of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, has been experi- 
menting for some time on an electrical 
piocess by which precious metals may 
be obtained from ore cheaper than by 
any process now in use. It is stated 
that the method has proved satisfac- 
tory in an experimental way and will 
shortly be given a trial on a practical 
scale by a prominent smelting concern. 


The most successful thieves of elec- 


tricity In New York are the Chinese. 
They are said to be absolutely fearless 
in handling dangerous currents. The 
Chinebe are good customers of the pow-_ 
er plants. A large proportion of them 
use electric lights in their dingy little 
laundries. A short time ago it was 
found that tbe lighting bills of many 
of them were suddenly reduced more 
thau one-half. It -nab found that a 
Chinese tramp electrician was making 
a business of visiting his countrymen 
and offering to reduce the -bills. His 
methods were extiemely simple and 
effective. All he did was to bridge the 
meters— that is, run a wire from the 
feed wire at its entrance to the exit 
wire on the other side.

Baltimore has a number of fine sub- 


urban cemeteries, all of which are 
reached by some division of the street 
railway lines, and the company found 
by putting in a few cross overs they 
could take a car from any part of the 
city to any one of the burying grounds. 
It was therefore decided to offer cars 
for the transportation of funeral par- 
ties, says The Street Railway Review. 
The company built a special car well 
adapted for the purpose. The car is di- 
vided into two compartments, the 
smaller of which has running its full 
length another compartment or vault, 
in which the casket is carried. A hejjvy 
plate glass door hinged to swing down- 
ward gives access to the vault from the 
outside. When a casket is to be placed 
in the car, the shelf Is drawn out, the 
casket lifted upon it, and the shelf is 
then pushed back iu place. The larger 
compartment has 12 cross seats in the 
center aisle, giving a seating capacity 
for 21. The smaller compartment has 
four seats. Heavy black curtains di- 
vide this section into two private com- 
partments for the Immediate family of 
the deceased. Floral contributions are 
piled upon the top of the vault and can 
be seen from the street. The car is fin- 
ished inside and out with black enam- 
el nnd nickel plated 
fixtures. 
The 


car has been named Dolores, meaning 
sorrow, and it is rented at from $20 to 
?25 for each interment.

Theory of Smell, 


The phenomena of smell have not 


been easy to explain. It is commonly 
itipposed that odor arises from contact 
DC the material with the nerves, the 
lubstance being more or less volatile, 
but this theory is unsatisfactory. Va- 
se-hide and Van Melle, two Trench in- 
vestigators, now insist that odor is due 
Indirectly to ot^er vibrations of short 
| wave length, analogous but not sim- 
ilar to the rays of light, radiant heat, 
etc. In favor of this view much evi- 
dence is cited, such as that nonvolatile 
odorous substances do not appear to 
use weight or volume; that certain 
•dors are neutralized, like heat and 
:old, by mixing; that fatigue may take 
iilncp for n single odor while the sense 
continues to distinguish others, and 
that an odor may be perc'eivcd when 
the nostrils are filled with an odorifcr- 
DUS solution.—Popular Science.

!»u-ad. an«l not only is it known almost 
ov«-ry where, but since history first be- 
gun it has iu some form or other made 
one of the staples of diet among all but 
the most savage peoples. 


The reason for this importance of 


bread is very simple. Ever since the 
faroff days when our forefathers first 
found ihe \\ild cereals or began to cul- 
tivate them men have known that 
food prepared from them would snp- 
port life and strength better than any 
other single food except milk. There 
arc still many districts where the peo- 
ple eat very little else. To a large part 
of mankind it is still the staff of life, 
and if "they pray for tneir daily bread 
they mean it literally. 


In regard to its ingredients, bread is 


one of the simplest of our cooked foods, 
but in regard to the changes which the 
raw materials must undergo to produce 
a finished loaf it is one of the most 
complicated. There are various meth- 
ods of mixing dough, but certain gener- 
al rules apply to them all. As yeast 
develops best at a moderately high 
temperature (77 to 95 degrees F.), the 
materials of the dough should be at 
least lukewarm, and tlie mixture and 
raising should be done in a warm place 
as>free as possible from drafts. If all 
portions of the dough are to be equally 
aerated by the gas from the growing 
yeast, the latter must be thoroughly 
mixed with the flour and water. More- 
over, as the presence of oxygen aids 
the growth of the yeast, all parts of the 
dough should be exposed to ,the air. 
Both these results are accomplished by 
the kneading. Too little yeast will of 
course yield a badly raised loaf, but too 
much yeast is-just as dangerous. 


One of the most common and danger- 


ous faults in bread is heaviness and 
sogginess. This may be caused by 
the use of cheap flours, poor in gluten, 
which cannot absorb all the water put 
into the dough or, to state it in another 
way, by the use of too much water in 
proportion to the flour, by too little or 
by too poor yeast or by insufficient 
kneading, rising or baking. 
Heavy 


bread is popularly considered one of 
the most indigestible of foods. "When 
chewed, it rolls itself into solid lumps, 
which sjh'e the saliva and gastric juices 
very little chance to work upon them. 


Sometimes breaQmakers are troubled 


by what is known as "sticky" or 
"slimy" bread. In such cases bread 
three or four days old takes on a light 
brown color and a peculiar taste and 
odor. The trouble appears to be caus- 
ed by the •ommon potato bacillus, a 
minute organism which finds its way 
Into the materials of the dough, sur- 
vives the baking and, growing in the 
bread, causes it to decompose. The 
best safeguards are to keep the bread 
in a cool place and to bake only as 
much as can be consumed within a 
day or two. 


Not infrequently, especially in damp 


weather, mold forms on the outside or 
even in the inside of bread. Mold, like 
yeast, is a minute plant whose spores 
(or seeds) are floating about every- 
where in the air, ready to settle down 
and' grow wherever they find a moist, 
suitable home for themselves. 
TThe 


best practicable -way to protect bread 
from them is to keep it in a dry, air- 
tight box. 


But all these faults seern insignifi- 


cant compared to that dread of all bak- 
ers, sour bread. Possibly the vessels in 
which the bread was made were not 
thoroughly cleaned after the last using 
and some undesirable bacteria got into 
the dough from them or perhaps the 
yeast contained an_ undue proportion 
3f these bacteria, or, if the latter were 
found only In normal quantities, possi- 
bly the yeast itself was weak and was 
quickly exhausted. The trouble may be 
due to the fact that the dough was al- 
owed to stand too long after mixing, 
the yeast ceased working, and the dan- 
gerous bacteria which grow best in the 
presence of acetic acid, such as occurs 
ifter alcoholic fermentation has ceas- 
3d, had got the upper hand. If none of 
•hese things are at fault, the undesira- 
3le bacteria may have come from the 
Sour itself. Such cases are fortunately 
rery rare. 


Many reliable bakers use alum, un- 


3er the impression that it does good 
md not harm; but, besides producing a 
oread whose nutritive value Is not so 
;rpat as appearances indicate, It is be- 
lieved to be really Injurious to tbe di- 
gestive system and must be ranked as 
in objectionable adulterant 


Soda is often used 1n bread to pro- 


rent souring, and as tt does not lessen 
the value can hardly be called an adul- 
terant. It is sometimes necessary. 


The nutritive value of bread depends 
lot only on its chemical composition, 
but nlso on its digestibility, and diges- 
tibility, in its turn, seems to depend 
largely on the lightness of the loaf. 
ttye, barley nnd oats have less gluten 
than wheat, and maize has none, anM 
therefore wheat, despite Us higher cost, 
fields the most nutriment for a given 
mm.

Washington, April 13.—There Is au- 


thoricy for the followinj; stateuieut of 
the exact status of the isthmian canal 
negotiations: 


After the adjournment or the senate 


aud the lapse of the pending Uay- 
Pauncefote treaty Secretary Hay de- 
cided to pursue the subject further. 
But to avoid the possibility of another 
failure for the same reasons which 
brought about the loss of the Hay- 
Pauneefote treaty the secretary de- 
termined to reverse the usual method 
of procedure in framing treaties. He 
therefore concluded to first consult the 
ratifying power, the United States sen- 
ate, to ascertain if it was possible for 
the senators to agree upon the basis of 
a treaty which should be at the same 
time acceptable to the executive 
branch of the government and to Great 
Britain. 


It was realized that unless two-thirds 


at least of the senate could be brought 
into agreement in advance upon the 
basis of the treaty it would be per- 
fectly useless for the executive to em- 
bark iu negotiations with Great Brit- 
ain for the formation of another con- 
vention. 
Secretary Hay is devoting 


himself now to the ascertainment of 
the feelings and desires of the sena- 
tors, and consequently, not having 
completed this work, he has not begun 
negotiations with Great Britain for a 
now treaty, 


An ArduoraiB T»»k. 


It is not an easy undertaking to test 


the senate in this fashion, not only be- 
cause of the number of senators who 
imist be sounded, but also because of 
the indecision of some of the men who 
rank as leaders; 


It is not even possible to predict now, 


because the results obtained are so in- 
conclusive that the state department 
will not be able to acquaint Lord 
Pauncefote with the basis upon which 
it is willing to negotiate for a treaty 
before the ambassador sails for Lon- 
don next June. 


It is even possible that Lord Paunce- 


fote may feel it incumbent upon him 
to delay his departure for a timq or 
even to omit his leave altogether if by 
so doing he can better ascertain the 
senatorial conditions, for the embassa- 
dor is naturally desirous to assure him- 
self of success before he again under- 
takes to frame a treaty which shall 
bear his name. 


It follows, negotiations not having 


been started, that nothing has passed 
between the governments of the United 
States and Great Britain respecting a 
quid pro quo to ,be demanded by Great 
Britain in consideration of the release 
of the United States from the restric- 
tions imposed by the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. 


Wellnmn Sails For Home. 


London, April 13.—Mr. Walter Well- 


man has sailed for New York from 
Southampton on board the American 
line steamer St. Louis after a visit to 
Norway, where he inspected the steam- 
er Magdaleua, now being refitted at 
the yards where Dr. Nansen's Fram 
was built. Mr. Wellrnan said the Mag- 
dalena will hail for the arctic region 
this year or next, ''but." he added, "I 
do not know whether I shall command 
her."
